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AMENDMENT NUMBER SIX TO THE STRATEGIC OBJECTIVE GRANT AGREEMENT 

between the Government of the United States of America, acting through the United States 
Agency for International Development (USAID), and the Government of Pakistan, acting through 
the Economic Affairs Division of the Ministry of Economic Affairs and Statistics ("GOP" or 
"Grantee"). 

WHEREAS, the GOP and USAID entered into a Strategic Objective Grant Agreement for the 
Education Sector Reform Support Program, Grant Agreement No. 391-G-00-02-00001-00, 
dated August 9, 2002, as subsequently amended (the "Agreement" ). 

WHEREAS, USAID and the Grantee wish to further amend this Agreement to increase the 
USAID contribution by US$40,248,274 for a total amount of US$200,603,046, and extend the 
Completion Date to September 30, 2008. 

NOW THEREFORE, the parties to the Agreement hereby agree as follows: 



A. USAID Contribution: 



1 . The Grant. Section 3. 1 (a) of the Agreement is amended by deleting the amount 
"One Hundred Sixty Million, Three Hundred Fifty-Four Thousand, Seven Hundred Seventy-Two 
U.S. Dollars (US$160,354,772)" and inserting the amount "Two Hundred Million, Six Hundred 
Three Thousand, Forty-Six U.S. Dollars (US$200,603,046)° in lieu thereof. 

2. Total Estimated USAID Contribution. Section 3.1(b) of the Agreement is 
deleted in its entirety and replaced by the following new Section 3.1(b) 

(b) Total Estimated USAID Contribution. USAID's total estimated contribution to 
achievement of the Objective will be Two Hundred Fifty-Five Million, Two Hundred Thirty 
Thousand, Eight Hundred Fifty-One U.S. Dollars (US$255,230,851), which will be 
provided in increments. Subsequent increments will be subject to the availability of 
funds to USAID for this purpose and may be provided by USAID upon written notice to 
the Grantee. The Parties agree that each such incremental contribution provided, if any, 
shall cumulatively increase the total amount of the Grant set forth in Section 3.1 and 
consequently may increase the Grantee's contnbution under Section 3 2. The Grantee 
further agrees to acknowledge by written notice to USAID each such incremental 
contribution, if any. 

B. Illustrative Financial Plan: The Illustrative Financial Plan in Section III, Funding, of 
Annex 1 , Amplified Description of the Agreement, is deleted in its entirety and replaced by the 
Illustrative Financial Plan attached hereto as Attachment A. 



C. Completion Date: Section 4(a) of the Agreement is deleted in its entirety and replaced 
by the following: 

(a) The Completion Date, which is September 30, 2008, or such other date as the 
Parties may agree to in writing, is the date by which the Parties estimate that all the 
activities necessary to achieve the Objective and Results will be completed. 

D. Other Terms and Conditions: All other terms and conditions of the Agreement remain 
unchanged and in full force and effect 
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IN WITNESS WHEREOF, the United States of America and the Government of Pakistan, each 
acting through its duly authorized representatives, have caused this Amendment Number Six to 
be signed in their names and delivered as of the date shown on the cover page of this 
Amendment.
